1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Altshuler 
et al (2002/0173780). 

Altshuler et al discloses a device for treating the skin with radiation having a housing, a 
radiation source, a radiation exit and path, and a filter positioned in the path comprising 
water (paragraphs 0130-0133). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Altshuler 
et al in view of Wilson (4,503,327). 

Altshuler et al discloses the claimed device except for the use of a eutectic composition. 
Wilson teaches that it is well known to use a eutectic material or compound to provide 
shielding from radiation and that using a eutectic material surrounding a radiation 
source would provide a greater heat sink inside. Therefore a modification of Altshuler et 
al to include a eutectic compound or composition would have been obvious in view of 
the teachings of Wilson.
